Overseas Business 
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Road Signs 


* MPORTANT changes to the present system of traffic signs in this country 
are proposed by the Minister ”’—so states an official notice from the Ministry 
of Transport and Civil Aviation, which goes on to say that numerous 

authorities and associations have been asked to give their comments before Novem- 

ber 30. The proposals are, generally speaking, sound ones—but motorists should 
not imagine that, during the two-year change-over period suggested, a great trans- 
formation will take place, or even a great streamlining be apparent. 

Naturally The Autocar has some strong views on the subject of road signs and 
while we applaud the Minister’s proposals we would like them to go a lot farther. 
But our thoughts spread beyond the provision of individual warning signs and instruc- 
tions—to which detail we will return. 

In the first place, signs are of little value if they are not, or cannot be, studied by 
drivers. In the new official book of traffic signs, regulations and general directions, 
there are more than 300 different signs, not including the ubiquitous 30 m.p.h. 
limit and decontrolling.discs. Most readers have in mind roundabouts and cross- 
roads where the galaxy of signs is already such that no driver inmotion could hope 
to take them all in and at the same time give proper attention to his driving. Thus. 
our first plea would be to limit the number of signs; the second to make their inter- 
pretation as easy as possible without conscious thought on the part of drivers; and. 
third, to authorize road improvements which will remove the need for many of the 
warning and parking signs. 

Next, there is the matter of standardization—an important one in the new 
proposals. Over-standardization may reduce the usefulness of the information pro- 
vided by some of the pictorial signs. On the other hand, there is here an international! 
interest. So far as is possible, we should line up our national ideas with those of 
the Continental nations whose roads we share to an increasing extent. In any case 
we have a lot to learn from them. Where, for instance, in the British system is 
there a sign as telling as the Continental one for a slippery surface? Even the two 
schoolchildren to be employed on the new British sign have a fussiness of outline 
that is far less appealing than the two simple little souls who warn of school dangers 
on the other side of the Channel. 


Down to Detail 


I EST in mentioning earlier the incredible number of different road signs we have 
given a wrong impression, we may now enlarge on the statement to make 
it clear that some are unlikely to come into wide use (“Stop for Weight 

Check,” and “Please Drive Slowly past the Census Point,” for instance). Others 

are of a local or special character (“ Road liable to subsidence” and “ Low gear for 

14 miles”). More groups are concerned merely with signposting and route numbers. 

Among the simple and widely used junction and cross-roads approach signs are 
found two small improvements—the thickening of main or major roads. 

There remains one much-used and abused sign which has a great influence on 
road safety; we refer to that indicating a bend. The version now suggested can be 
to left or to right and it is some 11}in high, 9in wide and 7}in in radius. It is 
familiar enough and is frequently misused with the result that it cries “ Wolf! ” too 
often and is thus ignored. On the Continent the reliability, direction and curvature 
of bend signs are such that at night cornering speeds can safely be judged with their 
aid. In these islands there is more curve than straight, as motorists well know, and 
to mark every bend would be out of the question and undesirable in any case. But 
on all main and secondary roads pronounced curves should be signed accurately 
and sharp bends shown separately as such. Signs of three different radii in each 
direction are needed if bends are to be adequately and safely indicated. If, as the 
Minister’s proposals provide, a greater freedom is to be given to highway authorities 
to erect signs, then it is most important that overall supervision be maintained to 
ensure that the motorist receives the same warning of a right-angle bend in Somerset 
as he would in Yorkshire.

UTOMATIC tansmissiéns have become such an 
A essential feature on American cars that two and a half 
years ago the Jaguar Company concluded an arrange- 
ment with the Borg-Warner Corporation to fit their trans- 
mission as an optional extra on Mark VII models sold on the 
American market and thus give the customer what he has 
come to expect. This arrangement has been further ex- 
tended, so making it possible for the Borg-Warner trans- 
mission to be available in this country as well as overseas. 
Apart from this optional fitment on the Mark VII saloon, 
both this and the XK140 range of Jaguars will be continued 
without change for the coming year. 

The history of American automatic transmissions is a 
success story. The first automatic transmission to appear 
in production was the General Motors Hydra-Matic fitted 
to the Oldsmobile 15 years ago. The Hydra-Matic is basic- 
ally a four-speed epicyclic transmission with an hydraulic 
coupling ahead of it, similar to that used by Daimlers for 
many years; but, unlike the latter, it is equipped with a 
mechanical brain which decides when to change gear, and 
an hydraulic servo mechanism to carry out the process of 
changing. Its efficiency approximates to that of an ordinary 
four-speed box except at very low engine speed, when the 
slip of the coupling is appreciable. 

It could be set to change gear at maximum engine revolu- 
tions all through its range, but this would be severe on the 
mechanism and would give gear changing characteristics 
which are unpleasant under ordinary, easy driving condi- 
tions. As a compromise the changes are usually set to give 
good acceleration from rest, but this can limit the engine 
speed under certain conditions. The Hydra-Matic has good 
overall efficiency but, depending on how it is matched to the 
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* AUTOMATIC” 


engine, gear changes can be felt as slight jerks. It is fair 
to add that General Motors plan to replace the multiplate 
friction clutch with a miniature fluid coupling to overcome 
this, as revealed in The Autocar of August 26 (“ Detroit Note- 
book,” p. 291). 

The next transmission to appear in production was the 
Dynaflow, introduced on the Buick in 1948. It is funda- 
mentally different from the Hydra-Matic, for instead of 
using a train of gears, the lower ratios are obtained hydraulic- 
ally with a torque converter. Because size limitation pro- 
hibits the provision of an equivalent emergency bottom gear, 
a planetary gear system is used behind the main unit for 
this purpose. 

At speeds above approximately 40 m.p.h. the converter 
also functions as a fluid coupling and, as a result of this 
compromise, efficiency is lost in the lower range when used

as a converter. A converter is efficient only at one particular 
speed, on either side of which its efficiency falls off rapidly; 
this means that the engine speed is usually kept in the 
lower range of operation of the torque converter. In view 
of its characteristics and in the interests of fuel economy 
it is desirable to get into direct drive as quickly as possible. 
Get-away and acceleration are very smooth from rest to 
direct drive with this form of coupling. 

The Borg-Warher transmission, as fitted to the Jaguar, 
uses the two best features of the Hydra-Matic and Dyna- 
flow, combining the good efficiency of the former with the 
smooth take-up of the latter, for which the torque con- 
verter is an excellent device. Changes from the lower gear 
ratios are very smooth, and great efforts have been made 
to keep the torque converter inoperative for most of the 
time in‘ the interests of economy. 

A full description of this automatic transmission was 
given in The Autocar of February 27, 1953, but detailed 
improvements have been made since that time. It com- 
prises a three-element torque converter and an hydraulicaliy 
controlled three-speed and reverse epicyclic gear train. A 
selector lever with five positions—marked P, N, D, L and R 
—is mounted above the steering column and is operated by 
the left hand. 

Position P is used for parking when the transmission 
elements are in their neutral position, but a special paw! is 
brought into operation to sprag movement of the car. N 
denotes neutral, and the parking pawl is withdrawn from 
operation. It is possible to start the engine only in either 
of these positions, which prevents accidental starting in gear 
when making minor adjustments to the engine. 

All normal driving is done with the lever set at position D. 
By depression of the throttle the car moves off, changing 
automatically from low, through intermediate and thence to 
direct drive or down again, depending upon the road speed 
or throttle position. The use of the low gear train in this 
D position is a recent innovation; previously the intermediate 
train was used when starting from rest, but a considerable

improvement in performance has resulted from this change. 

L, or low, is really an emergency power range, but it 
would often be used on unusually long and steep gradients 
when it is desirable to engage the lowest gear for maximum 
engine braking. It should be changed manually to D (drive 
range) at a road speed not exceeding 40 m.p.h., to prevent 
over-revving of the enginé, and similarly the change from 
drive to manual low should not be made at too high a speed. 
R is for reversing, and an hydraulic interlock valve prevents 
engagement at forward speeds above 10 mp.h. In this 
position there is no engine braking on overrun. 

In normal drive range the changes are dependent upon 
a combination of engine load and speed; the larger the 
throttle opening, the higher the speed at which the change 
occurs. According to these conditions the change from low 
to intermediate can occur between approximately 8 m_p.h.

For driving in icy conditions the fact that the selection of 
intermediate from direct drive is always under the driver’s 
control at speeds above 12 m.p.h. seems a desirable feature, 
as there is no danger of a lower gear coming in automatically 
when negotiating a bend. 

In recent experience of a Mark VII saloon fitted with this 
version of the Borg-Warner transmission, it was difficult 
to fault it. Even in the hardest of driving conditions, on 
both upward and downward changes, there was little trace 
of jerk through the range.

Preserving the Wall 


LANS for building a new section of

Changing the Rings 


HE horn ring, pioneered by 
Austins in the ’twenties, and rein- 
troduced since the war on many popu- 
lar models, is an intelligent and practi- 
ul device.

EXT year’s range of Hillman cars 
will be little altered in external 
outline from existing models. 

However, it is interesting to note that the 
familiar side-valve engine—which was 
still in some respects similar to the first 
Hillman engine produced in 1932—has 
now been abandoned completely. All 
models are now to be fitted with the 
overhead-valve engine of 1,390 c.c., which 
develops 37.5 b.h.p. 

A feature of next year’s Hillman cars is 
to be the new “gay look” theme, in 
which all models will be available with 
two-tone colour schemes. A choice of 
more than 25 variations of colour and 
trim styles will be thus available, and the 
changes to the exterior of these cars are 
mainly intended to adapt the body shapes 
for two-colour treatment. 

The Special saloon is the only Hillman 
on which two-tone colours are not avail- 
able, and on the Husky this finish is pro- 
vided as an optional extra, at an addi- 
tional cost of £10 2s 6d, including pur- 
chase tax, On all other models the “ gay 
look” is part of the standard specifica- 
tion. 

Typical colour schemes are: Pearl 
Grey and Summer Blue, with upholstery 
in either bright red, or blue-grey and 
dark blue; Olive Green and Pearl Grey, 
with bright red upholstery; oz Cactus 
Green throughout with light fawa uphol- 
stery. Four or five such colour schemes 
are offered, and the choice of single or 
dual-tone arrangement is open to the pur- 
chaser. 

There are no major alterations to the 
Hillman coupé and the Californian, but 
the de luxe saloon now has a chromium 
rubbing strip extending round all but the 
front of the body, from one head lamp to 
the other, separating the dual colour 
scheme paintwork.

ICISM 


SCEPT 
OO much publicity is being given 
to safety belts as a prevention of 
injury in accident, according to 
Motor Vehicle Research of America. 
This organization, which has earned 
respect by its thorough and at times 
hazardous test procedures, has con- 
tributed much to the knowledge accumu- 
lated over recent years as to the effects 
of crashes on car occupants. Mr. 
Andrew J. White, the director of Motor 
-Vehicle Research, has described personal 
tests that he made in connection with 
seat straps. He drove a car which was 
specially instrumentated into a barrier at 
40 m.p.h., wearing a four-inch lap strap 
which was anchored to the frame. 

When the car hit the barrier he could 
not brace himself against the forces in- 
volved and the seat belt prevented the 
forward movement of the lower half of 
his body. There was, however, a jack-

The absence of the 
chain was brought to my notice by my two hounds so effectively 
that I suspected some other cause, and this went on all day. 
Next time out we had the chain (and a lot of newspaper, in case) 
and no trouble at all. On my latest (1955) Land-Rover there is 
no convenient “step” at the rear and so I loop the chain through 
the hole in the rear chassis member through which the rear 
power take-off drive shaft passes when one is fitted. The chassis 
is thickly coated by the makers with an excelleat anti-corrosive 
paint and there appears to be no electrical bond, yet the hounds 
curl up happily and go to sleep if the chain is dragging. If it 
isn’t, they soon start to dribble as a reminder to let it down. 

I have given this chain business a lot of thought and it seems 
to me to be an excellent example of the witch doctor in modern 
life: it shouldn’t work, it’s quite silly, it must be self-hypnosis, 
but it fixes my hounds and that’s all I care about.

On the return journey we folded the rear seat squab flat and 
made a bed on which the children could lie practically flat and 
still see out of the windows. They were consequently relaxed 
for almost the entire way and all survived without any signs 
of car sickness. For the rest of the way across Belgium and 
Germany—again lying down—all went well. If amy conclusion

does, however, arise which has not been mentioned, and that is 
the imsertion in modern cars of a valance between the bumper 
and the body proper. By the insertion of this valance, in the 
event of a slight collision fore or aft, the bumper is very 
frequently “forced on to the valance which, in tura, is forced 
into the body. 

In cases of frontal impact very costly repairs can become 
necessary because of the radiator assernbly becoming involved, 
and not infrequently the front wings of the modern car are 
by no means simple or cheap to repair. 

There is, it seems to me, the tendency to place the bumper 
too close to the body, whether or not a valance is inserted, and 
quite expensive cars, such as the Bristol, frequently have their 
bumpers within less "chan half an inch of the rear wings. I am 
the proud possessor of a 1937 Austin 10 and I can truthfully 
say that the bumpers on that model serve their purpose without 
involving damage to any other part of the car.

Private American Commentary 


Dazzle, Winkers, Car Inspection. The contents of numerous 
correspondence items of recent issues prompt me to offer an 
American commentary. 

Head lamp dazzle is practically obsolete. A newly my 
sealed-beam unit recently made: available here, fitting all U.S. 
post-1939 vehicles, has virtually no light radiation above the 
horizontal. With optimum aim the high beam apparently offers 
no discomfort to approaching drivers even though the beam 
intensity is above some States’ legal maxima. A corollary feature 
is the absence of generalized refiections in fog. 

About indicators—here the winking lamps are universal and 
recognized. ‘Their only failing is confusion with stop lam 
when the two functions are combined behind a single lens. The 
semaphores are seldom recognized by drivers. (1 believe they 
are actually illegal in this State.) The indication is that both 
systems are satisfactory, but that one must be made standard 
for any given locality. The driver trained to observe sema- 
phores will overlook winking lamps, and vice versa 

About compulsory vehicle ins s—many States have 
established inspection systems. ral have State-operated 
stations; the majority license numerous independent repairers. 
At worst, inspection is a minor inconvenience. It does effectively 
prevent ‘operation of unsafe vehicles; it also vides the 
motorist with a periodic résumé of approaching failure of his 
running gear. When it is realized that a vehicle which a sensible 
person would drive will easily pass a safety inspection, the 
oe should disappear 

be most appreciative if any readers outside the U.S.

3.2-litre Model in Forth- 


coming Show at Frankfurt 


NE of the big surprises of the 

international motor .show just 

opened at Frankfurt has been 
sprung by the Bayerische Motoren Werke 
of Munich. Besides their well-established 
501 and 502 models powered by 2.1 litre 
six and 2.6 litre V-eight cylinder engines, 
a new range of luxury and sports models 
with engines of 3.2 litres capacity has 
been added to the manufacturing pro- 
gramme. 

Most interesting is a new high-per- 
formance sports car, fitted with a 140 
b.h.p. V-eight engine, said to ve capable 
of 140-145 mph. Called the 507, it 
differs in several ways from the other 
BMWs. Ever since the Munich com- 
pany started automobile production— 
beginning with the manufacture of 
the Austin Seven under !icence in the 
‘rwenties—the cars bearing the blue 
and white badge have been remarkable 
and so, in fact, is this latest creation. 

Basically there are but two models in 
the BMW programme, the 2.1 litre six 
and the eight cylinder, but by clever 
variation of detail a range of models has 
been achieved, including vehicles of 
greatly differing character and purpose, 
trom the roomy family saloon to the full- 
blooded sports car. Although the con- 
struction of the chassis frame is basically 
identical for all models, various wheel- 
bases are achieved by modifications to 
the rear end of the frame. The shortest 
wheelbase is that of the 507 sports model 
with 8ft liin, the longest that of the 
505 (32 litre) Pullman saioon with 
9ft 1l4in. Between them are the 501 (2.1 
and 2.6 litre) and the 502 ‘2.6 iitre de 
a with 9ft 4in each. The 2.6 litre 

V-eight engine is available in <wo ver- 
sions, virtually identical, except that the 
power output is 5 b.h.p. higher for the 
de luxe model (95 and , In both 
cases the compression ratio :s 7 to 1, and 
gear and final ratios are the : une. 

By increasing the bore of tne V-cight 
engine from 74 to 82 mm, the cubic

3,168. c.c. This engine again is available 
in two versions of tune. That fitted to 
the long-wheelbase Pullman saloon has a 
compression ratio of 7.2 to 1, developing 
120 b.h.p. at 4,800 r.p.m., whereas the 
503 and 507 series afe equippéd with 
engines that produce 140 b.h.p..at 4,800 
rp.m., running on a 7.5 to 1 ratio. All 
models except the 507 have a four-speed 
gear box—with synchromesh on all for- 
ward ratios—separate from the engine, 
whereas on the sports (507) model the 
five-speed gear box is in unit with the 
engine, and has synchromesh on the four 
higher speeds. There is also a choice of 
final ratios—a 3.7 axle is standard, but 
3.42 or 3.9 may be fitted if desired. Other 
differences concern the rear axle loca- 
tion—the sports model is equipped with 
an additional Panhard rod. There is a 
central gear lever on the sports model, 
instead of the steering-column change on 
the other types, and brake drums are of 
alloy with pressed-in, cast-iron friction 
rings. 

The body of the 507 sports model, 
which is notably Italian in style, is 
panelled in light alloy. 

On the long list of optional extras are 
a removable hard top and a Hydrovac 
servo for the hydraulic brakes. For those 
who want to enter the car in competi- 
tions, a ZF _ differential, centre-lock 
wheels, underpan, removable metal cover 
for the passenger’s seat, sealed-beam 
headlamps, acro-type screens and 
different final ratios are available. A 
maximum speed of 140-145 m.p.h. is 
claimed by the makers for this model with 
the following maxima in the intermediate

gears: 4th—108, 3rd—85, 2nd 64 and 
bottom 43 m.p.h. 

The 503 model, combining the 140 
b.h.p. engine and medium wheelbase 
chassis, will be available as a four-seater 
hard-top coupé and similar drop-head 
coupé, rhe latter strongly resembling. the 
3-litre Lagonda. For this :nodel.a maxi- 
mum speed of 118 m.p.h. is claimed. On 
the list of optional equipment fo: this 
model may found _ centre-lock 
wheels, Hydrovac servo, electro-hydraulic 
mechanism for opening and closing the 
side windows and (in the case of the 
drop-head coupé) the hood, automatic 
clutch, and different ratios for the gear 
box and the final drive. 

The 505 model is the first car on the 
German market offering such luxuries as 
inbuilt cocktail cabinet and writing tables 
to the rear compartment. There is, of 
course, a division between front and rear 
compartment, with either winding 
handle or optional hydroelectric mechan- 
ism, common to the Pullman variety of 
body. 


PETROL IN THE SUMP 


T is well known that petrol can con- 
tribute to a large extent to the 
deposits of sludge and carbon which 

form in an engine, and have an unfavour- 
able effect on engine wear. But less 
widely understood is the fact that the 
composition of petrol can also affect 
sludge formation. 

Since 1951, the Esso European Labora- 
tories have been engaged in a long-term 
research project in which a number of 
experimental petrols were tested under 
normal working conditions in milk vais 
used by the Oxford Co-operative Society. 
For petrol-formed sludge, known as “low 
temperature sludge,” is produced most 
rapidly on a vehicle which is constantly 
stopping and starting, with frequent use 
of the choke, and an almost continually 
cold engine. 

Obtaining results is naturaily a slow 
process, as it is often necessary for the 
vehicles to run as much as 20,000 miles” 
before the full effect of the fuel and oi! 
on engine wear can be judged. 

After four years of such experiment, 
considerable information has evoived, and 
it has been shown that the use of im- 
proved petrol and oil can lead to a con- 
siderable reduction in deposits and wear 
It was found that some expermental 
combinations of petrol and oil doubled 
the life of the engines.

Moore, in particular, drove a very steady 
race. 

Cliff Davis’ Lotus-Bristol put up a 
terrific fight for several laps, running 
second to Hamilton, but then came round 
with a sick engine; by the time Davi 
resumed all was lost in spite of furthe: 
spectacular effort. 


Quick Change 


This was a light-hearted day, with Don 
Parker giving a hint of it by installing the 
engine in his famous Kieft at 11.14 a.m 
for a heat that was due to start at 11.30 
He didn’t make it, but was allowed into 
heat two (12.10 p.m.), whereupon he pro- 
ceeded to gain the lead in two laps and 
retire on the third, a tell-tale spurt of blue 
smoke having given warning of what to 
expect.

Aston Martin Owners at Oulton Park : Abecassis (H.W.M.) Wins U.S.A.F. Trophy 


HIS is the third successive year in 
which the A.M.O.C. ‘ias run a race 
meeting in conjunction with the 

U.S.AF., but the first in which Oulton 
Park has been used for this very Jaudable 
purpose. Yet, of a total entry of over a 
hundred, only four Americans were pre- 
sent to add a touch of transatlantic sauce 
to a typically British dish. 

The 15-lap scratch race for the 
U.S.A.F. Trophy—a handsome goblet 
surmounted by a model of one of those 
vast American swept-wing bombers—-was 
the last, but longest and most important 
event on a busy programme. ~The pre- 
sence of George Abecassis ‘1 the list of 
starters, at the controls of the very potent 
Jaguar-engined H.W.M., made the prob- 


exceptional competence. Macdonaid, in 
his older 44-litre Bentley, was another 
who swept through the Cascades bend as 
fast as cies any of the field, and had a 
prolonged tussle with Porteous’ Cooper- 
MG 


The day, which was at first warm and 
bright and became progressively cooler 
and duller, started with z:wo successive 
half-hour regularity trials; in the first, 
J. J. Richards’ Lotus locked a front brake 
on the gentle Island bend and, leaving the 
road to the inside of the circuit, hit a 
tree at high speed with its off-side front 


‘hub. Damage was surprisingly confined 


to the steéring arm on that side. In the 
second, Cordes’ Plymouth saloon, which 
spun at Lodge corner in practice, tried

able outcome easy to predict, and so it 
turned out. Although pursued with vigour 
and enterprise by Naylor in the Lotus- 
Connaught until it fell-out on the sixth 
lap, Abecassis was never seriousiy chal- 
lenged. Flint, in the Jaguar-cngined E- 
type E.R.A., lay fourth behind Naylor and 
Brierley’s Le Mans Frazer-Nash for four 
laps; just after Flint had passed Brierley, 
Naylor retired and let him into second 
place, where he remained until he re- 
ceived the chequered flag nearly a minute 
after Abecassis. 

Farther back in the field some worthy 
scraps were in progress; Lord Ebury, for 
instance. was pursuing Pitt's Consul- 
engined Lotus and complaining bitterly 
by gesticulation about a shower of petrol 
which he received on cach left-hand 
corner frorn the capless fuel tank of the 
Lotus. Eventually he managed to squeeze 
by, handling his Rolls-type Bentley with 


hard to tepeat the*performance and once 
very nearly succeeded. ‘his difficult cai 
was handled to such effect that it gained a 
second class award. 

Five-lap scratch races for 750 and 1172 
formula cars were run concurrently, and 
writer David (“ Bunty”) Scott-Moncrieff 
was chiefly noted for guiding his 747 c.c. 
Lotus with a swash-plate steering-wheel. 
Rees’ Austin won the smaller class at al- 
most 65 m.p.h., Lambert’s 1,172 Lotus 
class-winner being a mere 1 m.p.h. faster. 
The subsequent five-lap scratch race for 
sports cars up to 2,700 c.c. began with 
a great tussle between Cunningham- 
Reid’s Liste?-Bristol and Tommy Sop- 
with’s Manx-tailed Cooper-Climax until 
Sopwith, on the third lap, entered Knicker 
Brook bend too fast, spun into the in- 
field and rolled several times. He was cut 
and bruised, but mercifully unbroken, and 
Cunningham-Reid went on to win from 


Naylor’s Lotus-Connaught and Greenall’s 
Cooper-Bristol at 76.68 m.p.h. A five- 
lap handicap for post-war Aston Martins 
(the only pwo starters being American 
A. H. Bryant’s DB 2-4 with 50sec start 
on Angela Brown’s DB3) and Bentleys 
of all ages (five starters) was interesting in 
that Angela Brown could not get by Mac- 
donald’s very fast Bentley. 

Following another five-lap scratch event 
for the up-to-1,500s, in which Naylor’s 
Lotus-Connaught was victorious, came 
one of the same length. for unlimited 
capacity cars, in which Abecassis, in the 
H.W.M., vanquished Naylor’s Lotus, hav- 
ing the advantage of an engine consider- 
ably more than twice the size. In this 
race D. Kasterine in Cunningham-Reid’s 
Lister-Bristol got into trouble after Cas- 
cades, spun and careered backwards into 
the infield. 

The ten-lap handicap for pre-war 
Aston Martins of up to 14 litres produced 
a rather small entry of Ulsters, Inter- 
nationals, Le Mans, Mark Twos, and the 
old (1923) Razor Blade, which went 
nicely and noisily and was well handled 
by Commander Attwood. The handicap- 
ping was somewhat disappointing, so that 
this event proved more or less a proces- 
sion of nice old cars of particular appeal 
to the promoting club. A five-lap scratch 
match for sports cars of up to 1,250 c.c., 
in which three Climax engines powered 
two Lotus and a Cooper in that finishing 
order, was remarkable for the speed and 
stability of a dumpy streamlined 750 
Austin driven with zest by E. Dawson. 

There was a generally friendly atmo- 
sphere about this meeting, and the sport 
was well organized and fun to watch.

WITHOUT DOUBT, the Dundrod 
melée has dealt a further blow to motor 
racing—and at a time when it is in no 
state to receive more punishment. 
Unfortunately, sensational reports in 
some sections of the Sunday Press have 
over-painted the scene and have pre- 
sented to the public a picture that is 
biased and unjust. But it remains true 
enough that there was a multiple acci- 
dent involving seven cars, and true 
enough, too, that in this and a sub- 
sequent accident three experienced 
drivers lost their lives. It is appalling 
that this should have happened, and, if 
it is reasonably possible to take steps to 
avoid a recurrence of such an accident, 
obviousty they should be taken with- 
out delay. 

One thing that is important, how- 
ever, is the fact that the safety precau- 
tions decreed by the R.A.C. were so 
good that, even in these exceptional 
circumstances, they stood the test and 
no spectators were hurt. The fact 
remains, though, that motor racing is 
dangerous and for the drivers there will 
be increasing risks as the speeds of the 
cars get higher. 

Counteracting the inevitable sense of 
personal loss that everybody connected 
with motor racing must feel over the 
Dundrod T.T., there is, however, the 
consideration that every driver who 
starts in a race is aware of the risks 
entailed. ‘There would be no motor 
racing (and no mountaineering, steeple- 
chasing or even boxing) if there were 


not people prepared to take risks and 
the country, as a whole, and the nation, 
would be the poorer if potentially 
dangerous sports were denied would-be 
Participants. 


MIKE HAWTHORN ’S lap speed of 
94.67 m.p.h. in the D-type Jaguar beat 
not only his own sports car record set 
up in the 3-litre Monza Ferrari in last 
year’s event, but it exceeded the abso- 
lute lap. record of 9434 mp.h. 
established by W. H. Lomas on a Moto- 
Guzzi motor cycle earlier this year. 
Needless to say, Farina’s 94 m.p.h. for- 
mula 1 record in the supercharged 14- 
litre 159 Alfa Romeo went by the board 
too. And all that on a standard D-type. 
_ Speeds on the flying kilometre are 
interesting and here, too, the Jaguar 
was fastest with 147.4 m.p.h. Some of 
the speeds recorded were: Mercedes- 
Benz (Moss and Fitch), 146.3 
am.p.h.; Mercedes-Benz (Fangio and 
Kling), 145.9 m.p.h.; Aston Martin 
(Collins and Brooks), 138.2 m.p.h.; 
Ferrari (Casteilotti and Taruffi), 132.7 
m.p.h.; Aston Martin (Walker and 
Poore), 127.4 m.p.h.; Mercedes-Benz 
(Vicomte de Barry), 117.7 mp.h; 
Lotus-Climax (Steed and -Scott- 
Russell), 107.4 m.p.h. 


IN THE MIDST of the tumult and 
the shouting about the Jaguar’s fine 
performance, one tended to overlook 
the Walker-Poore Aston Martin, which 
finished fourth and was first British car 
home. Neither Peter Walker nor 
Dennis Poore is a professional driver 
and neither of them has had anything 
like the consistent, every-weekend ex- 
perience that goes with the job. This 
fact makes their performance all the 
more creditable and adds in prestige, 
though the car was not actually placed, 
to the impressive list of Aston Martin 
successes this season. Also, following 
their Goodwood Nine Hours’ win, it 
goes to confirm that the Walker-Poore 
combination is a good one. 


THE MAJORITY of people, I think, 
would agree with whatever steps race 
organizers may decide to take in the 
interests of safety. But there comes a 
time when it is exceedingly difficult to 
differentiate between wise and neces- 
sary precautions and unnecessary 
niggling. 

The entries for the Tourist Trophy 
of two well-known drivers and one 
lesser known but thoroughly experi- 
enced driver were turned down by the 
Ulster Automobile Club. One of these 
was not given the opportunity of a 
further medical examination, despite 
the fact that he has passed an examina- 
tion of sufficient severity to satisfy the 
R.A.C., which had seen fit to agree 
that he should hold a competition 
licence. The second driver was given 
a second examination and passed as 
fit to drive; the third was turned down 
on the grounds of defective eyesight, 
despite the fact that he is a pilot; he 
did not drive in the T.T.

For some time there has been an 
idea of some sort of psychological 
examination for drivers who have been 
involved in accidents. Apart from 
physical injuries which may have left 
no traces, there is always the’ possi- 
bility of some mental after-effects 
which may not be immediately 
apparent. One of the three drivers 
had been involved in an accident early 
this season, but his subsequent 
examination was for physical after- 
effects, not mental. 

Wise and necessary precautions or 
unnecessary niggling? Who can say? 


THE VICTIMS of the tragic inc’- 
dents in the Tourist Trophy race will 
be sadly missed. W. T. Smith, who 
would have been 21 on October 6, 
was a National Serviceman and lived 
in Lincoln. He had shown himself 
to be a promising driver—many 
people thought that, with a few 
more seasons’ experience, he would 
reach the Moss and Hawthorn class 
His first big win was the Ulster 
Trophy race this year, run over the 
same Dundrod circuit, and he had 
either won or been highly placed in 
every race, however big, in which he 
had driven this year. With Lance 
Macklin he shared the wheel of the 
H.W.M. which finished fourth in the 
Goodwood Nine Hours’ race—the 
only -pair to get a private entry 
among the works-entered cars from the 
big manufacturers. 

Jim Mayers’ name had been well 
known as one of the drivers and 
originators of the Monkey Stable team 
of Lester-M.G.s. He was 31 years 
old, a director of a firm of glass manu- 
facturers, and lived at Totteridge, 
London. Very well liked by all who 
came into contact with him, he 
drove with Tommy Wisdom the 
1,501-2,000 c.c. class-winning Bristol 
in the 1954 Le Mans race; the car 
also finished seventh in the general 
classification. Driving once more in 
the Bristol team in this year’s Le 
Mans—this time with Peter Wilson- 
he again finished seventh in the 
general classification and won the 
1,501-2,000 cc. class. This is the 
second blow for the Monkey Stable 
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and for the Bristol team, for Michacl 
Keen, who lost his life in the Good- 
wood Nine Hours’ race, drove for 
beth teams. 

Least known, perhap,, but a 
capable driver, was R. L. MManwaring, 
aged 24, who managed a farm at 
Sedlescombe in Sussex. The greater 
part of his racing experience had been 
on the Brands Hatch circuit where he 
drove extensively a Ford-engined 
Lotus and, more recently, the Elva. 
The deepest sympathies of the staff 
of The Autocar go to the relatives and 
many friends of these three drivers. 


FOLLOWING the Tourist Trophy, 
the markings in the Sports Car Cham- 
pionship, according to my calculations, 
are as follows: Ferrari still leads, with 
19 points; next come Jaguar and 
Mercedes-Benz, equal second with 16 
points apiece, and then Maserati with 
13. Final event to count in the Cham- 
pionship is the Targa Florio on 
October 16. 


IT IS UNDERSTOOD that a new 
organization has been formed to con- 
trol motor racing in the United States. 
The body will be known as the United 
States Automobile Club, but whether 
it has so far received F.I.A. recog- 
nition is not known. Commenting on 
the formation of the new organization, 
Alec Ullman, promoter of the 
Sebring Twelve Hours’ race, said he 
hoped that it will insist on American 
racing car specifications conforming 
to the international G.P. formula in 
order to attract more entries from 
overseas. At the moment Indianapolis, 
as a World Championship counting 
event, is in effect the American Grand 
Prix but, as no formula cars compete 
in the race, it has no bearing on the 
final placings in the Championship.

The R.A.C. has never suggested that 
tubeless tyres are unsafe, and is, in 
fact, satisfied that they are in all 
respects certainly the equal of con- 
ventional tyres with tubes. Therefore 
no question arises of a ban on cars 
merely because they are equipped with 
tubeless tyres. The R.A.C. assures us 
that action has been taken to ensure 
that a similar incident will not be 
repeated. 


ALTHOUGH the entry list for the 
Rally of The Dams closes officially on 
October 1, entries have been coming 
in so fast that it may be necessary to 
close it before that date. It is impor- 
tant, therefore, to send in your entry 
as soon as possible, instead of waiting 
until the last moment.
